NORWEGIANS ANXIOUS 
TO RESUME SHIPPING 
RELATIONS WITH U. S. 


[BY ASSOCIATED FBES5.] 


Christiania, Morway, Feb. 19.—How- 
to come to an agreement with Amer- 
ica for the resumption of the import 
of supplies is the main topic for uis- 
cussion toy the Norwegian press and 
people. In the beginning the govern- 
ment did not seem to take the Ameri- 
can question seriously, but after the 
failure of the commission in Wash- 
ingto obtain export licenses, the cab- 
.inet members realized the gravity of 
the situation. One bv one the mem- 
bers of the Norwegian delegation to 
Washington returned until only Dr. 
Nansen remained. 
The newspapers, except the official 
cabinet organ, are becoming 
impa- 
tient. They ask why Denmark has 
obtained export licenses for different 
food stuffs, and say Sweden has had 
greater success than Norway. So far 
Germany has had great advantages 
from the trade agreements with Nor- 
way.By the agreement with Great Brit- 
ain of August, 1916, Norway could 
sent fifteen per cent of her fish to 
Germany. But beside this Germany 
bought enormous quantities of canned 
fish, so that, it is said, the total ex- 
port amounted to more than thirty 
per cent. It was asserted at a ses- 
sion of the storthing that the total 
export of fish to Germany from Au- 
gust, 1914, to August, 1917, was 150,- 
000 tons. Before the war the aver- 
age export to Germany was 
73,000 
tons, or about 22 per cent 
of 
the 
whole export of fish from the country. 
On the other hand the Germans have 
not been able to keep their contract 
to furnish, fishing tackle and motor 
oil as compensation for the flsh. 
One leading paper asks how long

Do those who say that we should 


have a more democratic form of govern- 
ment realize that if the old aldermanic 
system is restored, no citizen could ever 
vote for more than two of the ten alder- 
men who would be elected ? 


To put it directly, there would be in 


fact, Mr. Voter, eight aldermen out of ten 
whom YOU could never vote for or against; 
and those eight would care nothing for 
you politically, because you could not 
touch them by your vote. The only al- 
derman YOU could vote in or out of office 
would be the two from your own ward, 


It follows that under the old system 


there might be men in the council whom 
you believe unfit to be there, and whose 
activities were dangerous to the people's 
good; yet, unless they were from your 
own ward you would be helpless, you 
could never vote to recall or defeat them. 


Therefore, under the system of ward 


aldermen, EIGHT-TENTHS of the city 
governors would never represent YOU, or 
be answerable to you for what they did. 


ON the other hand, YOU vote for 


every one of the three men in the commis- 
sion form of government. They are each 
elected from the whole city, and not from 
any ward or wards. Every two years you 
vote for or against one of them: in turn you 
vote upon them all, no matter what part 
of the city you live in. And you have a 
right to recall any or all of them at any 
time. 


All three of the commissioners are directly 


responsible to you, and all represent you, be- 
cause you vote for or against them all; there 
is no one in control of the city government 
whom you cannot reach by your vote.
